In serious cases of polio, Dr. Rein- 
ttelii - explained, patients . require 
specialized nunlns care and exten- 
sive physiotherapy during the con- 
vnlescent period. In some cases, he 
noted, physlclana cannot predict ior 
six montlis after convalscenco be- 
ftlna -what .the patient will require 
In the way of braces, orthopedic 
shoes and other mechanical aids.

He emphasized that he is not op- 
posed to polio vsceinej, but resards 
the Bnlk vacdne as an unsaUaftc. 
tory aolutlon. 

He noted that In 1035 two Vac. 
cincs BimlMr to the SfiJk vaccine 
were developed, one of which ih- 
cludcd four per cent of monkey 
chord. The Salic vaccine Includes - 
monkey kidney derivative.

Despite this, tho United Na- 
tions command still established In South Ko- 
rea forrctod out evidence of a tremendous red 
bulld-up north of the demarcation line. 

Knowing this, and fcarlnu a new .southward 
push somo day by rfommunlst armies. South 
Koreans from President Rheo on down have 
been Inflamed. Hence they are today taking 
their wrath out on tho neutral "commission, 
which has been attempting to carry out sim- 
ilar Inspections south of the truce line. 

Tho fury and frustration of tho South Ko 
rcans is understandable up to a point. They 
know tho commission's red members have 
balked tho agency's work, and probably are 
operating hs splM. 

But Rheo and other South Korean leaders 
should not have let their anger erupt Into 
violence, particularly against the American 
Boldlers who are inescapably charged with the 
duty of protecting the commission. Americans 
have been atoned In mob riots and other incl' 
dents. 

Belatedly. Hhce did speok out against viol- 
ence. But it is well known that ho wants a 
renewal of tho Korean war because he believes 
that is tho only way his country ever will be 
tinltled. 

Yet Amcrtott and It-i westom friends now 
are committed to seeking a "political,- not a 
military, settlement of tho Korean problem. 
- Vfe know such a course means anguish for 
millions of Koreans, as docs^ourdctermlna-- 
tlon to eecic peaceful solutions produce similar 
omhapplnesa in other divided lands like Ger- 
many and Indochina. 

■The alternative Rhco-proposcs Is unthink- 
able. Wo would ask him to remember what 
sort of destruction another war might bring. 
And wo would ask him and his peoplo to re- 
member, too, what America did to save at 
least a sizable part of their country for free- 
dom. Stones are a poor reward for the blood 
sacrlllces of thousands of young Americans.

■ Gov. Averell Harrlman of New York appears 
to bo warming steadily to the Idea of himself 
as a Democratic presidential prospect In 1050, 
But If he. expects to be taken seriously, he 
will havo to lard his political comment with 
"morc'loglc than he has been showlnfr.

OENEVA— Now I have been al- 
most hounding fouior several yean 
with wamlnffs that the unknown, 
distant, mystcrloua burtaucraey 
called the Interna ttonal Labor Of-

Our 
country provides 
more oMls budset 
than any other 
nation and Amer- 
■Jean" bureaucrats 
domlnata the 
great palace on 
the shore of Lake 
Geneva whereto 
some 700 employes 
of all degrees and 
of many natloiu 
purBi;o a pleeaant w-Uf»k Tn\' 
career ot fussy, auperclUoua and 
expensive uaeleosneaa. 

The current general manager of 
this InsUlUtllm. which began as a 
subsidiary of Woodraw Wilson's 
League ot NaUons, Is iHvId A. Morse, 
who has made a career ot burtauc- 
raey, mostly In the Roosevelt-Tru- 
man regime. 

Morse has enormous gall. His 
personal publicity, written, printed 
and circulated at, our expense In 
plibllcatlons of tli6 ILO. Is ImmOdul 
to absurdity. After all, you never 
heard of Morse. Althouflh I am a 
professional In such matters, I have 
been only faintly aware of him. And 
he Is. In tact, a fellow of boundless 
unlmporCance it you use achieve- 
ment as a measure of Importance.
